The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 is 
anticipated or obvious over GB 1 ,226,333 (Third Party Provided Reference that can be 
found on Public Pair). GB 1 ,226,333 teaches a cast gypsum plaster article which is 
inclusive of boards that teaches adding tartaric acid in the amount of 0.005 to 0.2 wt% 
thus anticipating applicants' instant claim 1 (see col. 2, second paragraph). Note that 
applicant's claim 1 only requires tartaric acid (the second portion of claim requires both 
tartaric acid and boric acid to reduce sagging). As the recited structure does not make a 
contribution over the prior art, unity of invention is lacking and restriction is appropriate.
